at Continental, Ohio. Rev. Mar- 
tin told of how this form of à 
memorial happened to be present- 
ed by the donor, which was: That 
while working in the church. a 
section of the old pulpit fell from 
position, and that Mrs. Shirley had 
remarked to him, that. she hoped 
that sometime someone would pre- 
sent a new memorial pulpit to 
the church.
